Warns of Bread 
Crisis

NICOSIA, 
Cy prus (AP) — 
Turkish Cy priot leader Dr. Faz- 
il Kuchuk said today it is “ only 
a matter of day s” before his 
people will be without bread as 
a result of a Greek Cy priot 
blockade. 
He called upon the Turkish 
gov ernment in Ankara to take 
immediate political steps to 
bring pressure on President 
Archbishop 
Makarios, 
the 
Greek Cy priot leader, to raise 
the blockade. 
He told reporters bakeries 
will be forced to shut down in 
two day s due to lack of kero­ 
sene for ov ens in the Turkish 
quarter. 
“ Thirty -fiv e thousand people 
will start to go hungry . We are 
bread eaters. Bread is neces­ 
sary to us," he added. “ We do 
not hav e communications ev ery ­ 
where and I am certain there 
are v illages ev en now with ab­ 
solutely nothing. 
“ Turkey must find the politi­ 
cal means to raise the blockade 
—I am not asking for any at­ 
tack.'* 
He said he had communicated 
the situation fully to the Turk­ 
ish gov ernment and awaited a 
reply . 
Kuchuk 
charged 
Makarios 
“ had attempted to subdue us 
with force and failed. He is now 
try ing other means." 
He said he could not predict 
what his followers might do if 
the blockade continued. 
Kuchuk 
is 
spokesman for 
about 100,000 Turk Cy priots — 
about one-fifth of the island's 
population. 
The cease-fire brought about 
by the United Nations Security 
Council still is being observ ed 
by Greek and Turkish Cy priots 
today , and a U.N. spokesman 
said no v iolence had been re- 
ported on the island for the 
third straight day . 
Nev ertheless, the U.N. com­ 
mander on the island say s the 
halt in hostilities “ is only a 
breather" and Secretary - Gen­ 
eral U Thant asked for more 
soldiers to bolster his peace 
force.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Co­ 
lu mbia 
Broadcasting Sy stem 
formally annou nced today p u r­ 
chase of the New York Yankees 
in what cou ld p av e the way for 
rev olu tionary changes in the 
p romotion of baseball. 
Ap p rov al for entry of the tele­ 
v ision and radio network into 
direct ownership of baseball's 
dominant team of the last 40 
y ears already has been giv en by 
three-fou rths of the American 
Leagu e clu bs. 
One p ossibility of CBS owner­ 
ship of the Yankees might be 
p ay telev ision in New York 
City , p otentially the world's 
richest market. 
The total assets of the Yan. 
kees were fix ed at $14 million 
and CBS p aid $11.2 million for 
an 8 0 p er cent controlling inter­ 
est with the right to p u rchase 
the balance within fiv e y ears. 
The effectiv e date of the p u r­ 
chase will be Nov . 2.

there are' a lot of cases None 
are rep orted to be critical. 
As to the rep ort the ep idemic 
stemmed 
from 
ou tbreaks in 
Scott and M ississip p i Cou nty : 
Jack Bu rke, acting admini­ 
strator of the M ississip p i Cou n­ 
ty Health Dep artment rep orted 
this morning he had checked 
the records and the last case 
recorded was in October, 19G3. 
He had also, he said, contacted 
the doctors and, with the ex ­ 


cep tion of one case which was 
sent to a Sikeston doctor for 
diagnosis, there are no known 
cases in mississip p i Cou nty . 
Dr. Thelma C. 
Bu ckthorp e, 
Scot Cou nty Health officer, re ­ 
p orted 
this 
morning that the 
ip idemic ex p erienced in this 
cou nty abou t a month ago has 
ap p arently abated and she knew 
of only two cases, both older 
white children, in the cou nty . 
The warning to p arents, how­ 
ev er, to take children to a doc­ 
tor immediately any indications 
of the disease de\elop still 
holds. It doesn’t help any , the 
doctor said, to giv e a child 
shots after the disease has 
dev elop ed.

In the Hou se, a tou gh new bill 
that wou ld strip the federal 
cou rts of any ju risdiction ov er

Johnson signed the bill in a

com m ittees handled the legisla­ 
tion, governm ent officials, and 
labor lead ers who supported it* 
The measure gives a pay 
raise to members of Congress, 
judges, 
government officials 
and about 1.7 million other fed­ 
eral w orkers. The boost ranges 
from $100 a year tor the lowest- 
ranking C ivil Service or postal 
em ploye up to $10,000 a year 
for high o fficia ls. 
It is estim ated to add $558 
m illion to the yearly federal ci­ 
vilian payroll which now runs 
about $15.5 billion. 
Johnson lauded the biparti­ 
sanship displayed by Congress 
in passing the bill, as well ak­ 
in enacting other legislation, 
saying the legislators put the 
country and the people first." 
Johnson said the continuing 
goal of the government is to 
make federal salaries reasona­ 
bly comparable to those of pri­ 
vate industry.

Decision Upholds Rell- 
iM H tref Breath Test# 
Robe A L . Donigan, General 
Counsel of the Traffic Institute 
of 
Northwestern 
University 
and Edward C. Fisher, Asso­ 
ciate Counsel, 
have recently 
reported on a landmark de­ 
cision by the New Jersey Su­ 
preme Court in a conviction for 
operating a motor vehicle white 
under the influence of intoxfc 
cating liquor. 
In discussing Mr. Onigan and 
Mr. Fisher’s report, Colonel 
Hugh H. Waggoner, Superinten­ 
dent of the Missouri Highway 
Patrol said: 
“ The Court in its decision 
took judicial notice of evidence 
of intoxication by breath tests. 
This means that the accuracy 
and reliablity of the brath test 
when properly given has be­ 
come so widely known that it is 
a matter of common knowledge 
and proof of its reliability and 
trustworthiness as evidence is 
not necessary .” 
Mr. Donigan of the Traffic In­ 
stitute is well known in Mis­ 
souri as he has worked closely 
with the Highway Patrol and 
municipal departments and has 
been a lecturer many times at 
the Traffic Court Conference 
conducted by the American Bar 
and Missour Bar Associations. 
Colonel Waggoner pointed out 
that Missouri does not have an 
Implied Consent or Chemic*! 
Test law, but that such legis­ 
lation has been introduced in 
the Legislature.

The incidence of poliomelitis 
dropped sharply since 1952, fal­ 
ling from nearly 58 ,000 cases to 
less than 900 last y ear. In the 
first half of 1963 only 81 cases 
of poliomelitis were reported in 
the United States, which is less 
than half the number reported 
in the same period last y ear. 
Diphtheria and whooping cough 
have diminished to a fraction 
of their incidence of a decade 
ago, the statisticians said. Dip- 
t he ria dropped steadily from 
about 3,000 cases in 1952 to less 
than 500 in 1962. The drop in 
whooping cough, though not quite 
so steady, 
has nevertheless 
been noteworthy. 
The case rate for measles 
has not changed appreciably 
in level, but this most com­ 
mon of childhood infections is 
expected to fall off sharply 
in the near future with the mass 
scale use of recently developed 
vaccines.

embassy in Bern one of the 
largest diplomatic centers in 
the world. Of course, toe Chi- 
coms use it as an espionage 
center. But, then, we all spy. 
The Russians send more than 
3,000 agents through Geneva 
alone on undercover missions. 
It is so simple to get in 
and out of this wonderful Al­ 
pine land. You just hire a taxi 
and drive across the border into 
France. Sometimes you just 
wave a passport in the border 
guard’s face. Sometimes not- 
I've crisscrossed without show­ 
ing anything. I have even gone 
into Italy over toe great St. 
Bernard Pass without any docu­ 
ments at all. 
The 
Chinese Communists 
really use their base here for 
war on toe Sov iet-controlled 
Communist parties all ov er 
Western Europe and ev en inside 
the small Swiss Marx ist or­ 
ganization. This is known as the 
Swiss Labor Party (PdA). The 
Chinese split the organization 
in September 19 63 and then be­ 
gan operating on their own* They 
set up a new Communist unit 
in the French-speaking canton 
of Vaud and claimed to be the 
only defenders of “ pure Marx ­ 
ism-Leninism.” This new party 
has already run a national con­ 
ference which attacked “ So­ 
v iet 
rev isionism.” It set up 
units in Lausanne and Biel. Then 
the internationally beamed ra­ 
dio transmitters of Peking’s 


partner, Albania, became the 
voice of this new Marxism in 
Switzerland-as well as else- 
where in Western Europe. 
This is a characteristic Pe­ 
king pattern, fanning off in all 
directions. It is aimed at peel­ 
ing 
the 
most militant Com­ 
munist leaders and toe violent­ 
ly inclined youth from the So­ 
viet-controlled Communist par­ 
ties on this continent. 
If the Peking apparatus here 
succeeds, there will be riots, 
sabotage and constant demon­ 
strations on the streets of Eur­ 
ope's major cities in a y ear 
or two. 
A typical operation is the 
Chicom 
move into Belgium. 
There the Peking government 
was able to launch a Com­ 
munist party last December 
dedicated to “ the rebuilding 
of the 
Communist 
Party of 
Belgium on a nationwide scale 
on the basis of Marxism • 
Leninism.” It is cal ed the 
“ New Brussel's Federation.” 
The Peking Communists be­ 
gan 
publishing 
their 
own 
monthly 
newspaper, 
“ The 
Voice of the People.” Soon, 
there 
was 
enough Chicom 
money to turn it into a week­ 
ly. They 're hoping to make it 
a daily. 
It’s principal policy is to 
“ serve the working class and 
the 
toiling 
masses in their 
(feLily struggle against the cap­ 
italists...” and to expose “ the 
present leaders of the Bel­ 
gian Communist Party who re­ 
ject Marxism-Leninism.” 
Unfortunately this obscure 
maneuvering goes unnoticed in 
the U.S. It must not go un- 
observed. It is the beginning 
of a new violent Leninist phase 
in world history . The Swiss 
and Belgian operations by Pe­ 
king are being repeated in most 
western lands. I have before me 
sim ilar reports on Austrian and 
Italian 
Chicom activities. It 
must be noted that this is not 
an isolated effort by ? tem­ 
peramental and impoverished 
Leon Trotsky fleeing from the 
might of the Stalinist GPU of 
former days. 
This is not one man against 
Moscow. This is a powerful 
government 
counter-offensive 
ready to spend hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars a y ear on all 
continents to take the Com­ 
munist movement away from 
the Soviets and launch a Fifth 
International. 
I have seen it at work suc­ 
cessfully in Asia, brutally but 
not yet successfully in Latin 
America, and now picking up im­ 
petus and followers in Europe. 
Money buys passion here, too 
— of all kinds. The Chicoms 
supply new comrades and even 
diplomats from new nations with 
all sorts of services, night and 
day . And some of toe services 
are attractive indeed. 
Furthermore, it can positiv e­ 
ly be reported that toe Chinese 
Communists are pay ing for v io­ 
lence on toe streets of the UJ S, 
It takes only a handful. But 
the Chicoms hav e those too. 
Peking has begun to imple­ 
ment its plans for world v io­ 
lence, chaos and rev olution. Its 
500 specialists in Switzerland 
are but one of its adv ance 
guards. It should liv e under a 
constant spotlight.

Now, 
there is no question th at liv­ 
ing costs have advanced since 
the curren t benefits were set, 
but there is no question, ei­ 
ther, th at there is no surplus 
rolling in at present rates to 
cover the increase. The tim ­ 
ing must be thought of as 
purely political.

When Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary Celebrezze 
testified for it the other day, 
he made the stan dard pitch. 
We should, he said, be “given 
the opportunity ” to set aside 
in our productive y ears money 
to pay for health care when 
we are older. 
Now if any one alive knows 
th a t this isn ’t w hat medicare 
does, Mr. Celebrezze knows it.

was labeled “charity .” 
Now Mr. 
Celebrezze 
also 
knows th a t those who would 
draw medicare 
immediately 
have paid nothin g toward It. 
T hat makes medicare “char­ 
ity ,” too. 
Great Care Needed 
The difference is th at Kerr- 
Mills “charity ” is extended to 
all those who need it in the 
m ajority of states th a t have 
passed i m p l e m e n t i n g pro­ 
grams, while medicare gives 
this 
“charity ” 
to 
every one 
drawing Social Security bene­ 
fits, w hether he needs it or 
not. 
Social Security is popular 
with the American people, but 
few understand it thoroughly . 
It is relativ ely easy to misre­ 
present it and its obligations 
and costs to those who hav e 
not studied it, and there is 
great temptation to do this 
in election y ears. 
* But the sy stem, if it is to 
be preserv ed, must be oper­ 
ated with great care to see 
that its benefits are not so 
ex panded that its costs will 
cause a rebellion among those 
who pay the pay roll tax es. 
Rep. Tom Curtis pointed out 
the other day that if all those 
now cov ered finished pay ing 
all their tax es, and no one 
else were taken into the sy s­ 
tem, the tax es and the funds 
on hand would be short more 
than $300 billion of pay ing 
the obligations.

Decision Upholds 
ireath Teste 
R obST T L. ‘Donigah, General 
Counsel of the Traffic Institute 
of 
Northwestern 
University 
and Edward C. Fisher, Asso­ 
ciate Counsel, 
have recently 
reported on a landmark de­ 
cision by the New Jersey Su­ 
preme Court in a conviction for 
operating a motor vehicle while 
under the influence of intoxt 
cating liquor. 
In discussing Mr. Onigan and 
Mr. Fisher’s report, Colonel 
Hugh H. Waggoner, Superinten­ 
dent of the Missouri Highway 
Patrol said: 
“ The Court in its decision 
took judicial notice of evidence 
of intoxication by breath tests. 
This means that the accuracy 
and reliablity of the brath test 
when properly given has be­ 
come so widely known that it is 
a matter of common knowledge 
and proof of its reliability and 
trustworthiness as evidence is 
not necessary.” 
Mr. Donigan of the Traffic In­ 
stitute is well known in Mis­ 
souri as he has worked closely 
with the Highway Patrol and 
municipal departments and has 
been a lecturer many times at 
the Traffic Court Conference 
conducted by the American Bar 
and Missour Bar Associations. 
Colonel Waggoner pointed out 
that Missouri does not have an 
Implied Consent or Chemical 
Test law, but that such legis­ 
lation has been introduced in 
the Legislature. 
“ We certainly need legislation 
which will make it possible to 
apprehend 
and 
convict 
the 
drunken 
driver,” 
he 
said. 
“ With the ever increasing evi­ 
dence of the number of drink- 
drivers involved in accidents, I 
FEEL THAT THE Legislature 
enact laws of this type in the

session. 
I believe that 
most Missourians are in favor 
of an Implied Consent Law, but 
they have failed to let it be 
known to their senators and 
representatives,” he added.

Some communicable diseases 
have decreased in importance 
steadily in the United States 
during the past decade, but a 
few have become increasingly 
significant health 
problems, 
statisticians report. 
The incidence of poliomelitis 
dropped sharply since 1952, fal­ 
ling from nearly 58,000 cases to 
less than 900 last year. In the 
first half of 1963 only 81 cases 
of poliomelitis were reported in 
the United States, which is less 
than half the number reported 
in the same period last year. 
Diphtheria and whooping cough 
have diminished to a fraction 
of their incidence of a decade 
ago, the statisticians said. Dlp- 
theria dropped steadily from 
about 3,000 cases in 1952 to less 
than 500 in 1962. The drop in 
whooping cough, though not quite 
so steady, 
has nevertheless 
been noteworthy. 
The case rate for measles 
has not changed appreciably 
in level, but this most com­ 
mon of childhood infections is 
expected to fall off sharply 
in the near future with the mass 
scale use of recently developed 
vaccines. 
Venereal diseases have not 
recorded the sharp reductions 
expected because of antibiotic 
therapy. In 1962, nearly I 25,- 
000 cases of syphillis and about 
260,000 
cases 
of gonorrhea 
were 
reported in the civilian 
population of the United States. 
The case rates for these condi­ 
tions have shown little improve­ 
ment since 1957, although they 
had been falling from some time 
before that, the statisticians re ­ 
ported. 
Two groups of diseases have 
shown erratic results in recent 
years. The incidence of infec­ 
tious and serum hepatitis rose 
steadily from less than 15,000 
cases in 1957 to an all-time 
high of about 72,500 cases in 
1961. Last year, however, the 
trend was reversed and has so 
far 
continued downward this 
year. 
A rapid rise has occurred 
in the incidence of strepto­ 
coccal sore throat and scarlet 
fever - from 73 per 100,000 
population to more than double 
‘hat 
rate 
i n recent years. 
About a third of a million 
cases are now reported an­ 
nually. But the statisticians be­ 
lieve that much of the increase 
reflects more complete report­ 
ing of these diseases.

forced to move because of gov­ 
ernment projects. The National 
Federation of Independent Busi­ 
ness reports. The nationwide 
vote shows 67 per cent are in 
favor of bills introduced by 
Rep. John Kyle (Iowa) known 
as H. R. 9955, H. R. 9998 and 
H. R. 9999. 
At the request of Rep. Clif­ 
ford Davis (Tenn.) chairman 
of a subcommittee of the House 
Public Works Committee, the 
Federation 
made 
a 
survey 
among business and profes­ 
sional men who have been forced 
to relocate due to various gov­ 
ernment projects. 
This 
survey 
revealed that 
businesses have incurred los- 
ses of from $6,000 to $60,000 
in paying the difference between 
the price of new land over 
what they were allowed for 
their former sites. 
It was learned that this was 
due largely to the fact that 
incompetent officials are per­ 
mitted to place valuations on 
the premises to be destroyed, 
and that usually they deter­ 
mined what they felt was a 


•fair price: without taking in­ 
to consideration what replace­ 
ment costs <m the current mar­ 
ket would total. 
In addition, the survey re­ 
vealed that most businessmen 
who have undergone the exper­ 
ience of being forced to move 
feel there is too much of a 
•star chamber" procedure in 
the decisions. 
It appears the general con­ 
census of opinion among the 
independent businessmen that 
government authorities should 
be forced to make certain that 
all proceedings be given full 
publicity in the newspapers of 
the area. 
The survey also revealed that 
less than half of the business 
firms forced to move have ever 
been compensated fully for the 
costs of moving their estab­ 
lishments. 
The bills introduced by Rep. 
Kyle would provide for full 
compensation for actual out- 
of-pocket expenses incurred by 
a business in replacing the 
same facilities as those de­ 
stroyed by government pro­ 
jects. 
Obviously, with all the money 
being poured into questionable 
public works programs in an at­ 
tempt to combat unemployment 
with tax money instead of pri­ 
vate enterprise, this problem 
of avoiding liquidation of exist­ 
ing business firms is becoming 
more and more vital.

Geneva, Switzerland — Swiss 
counter-inteLigence is as full 
of holes as its cheese. For 
some time now the Chinese 
Communists have been disdain­ 
ing tilts geai 'l nation's neutral­ 
ity by operating a series of tiny 
schools for violent revolution. 
These Peking units are quite 
cleverly camouflaged in small 
villages far from the movie- 
like game of international in­ 
trigue wnich goes on in the 
lo joy of toe squat and somber 
Hotel de la Metropole over on 
the Quai General Guisan or in 
a 
series of embassies and 
houses on the bucolic streets of 
Bern. 
There is positive evidence 
that such schools for revolu­ 
tion exist. Not too long ago 
a Communist band attempted to 
overthrow 
the 
pro-Western 
government of the Ivory Coast 
headed by President Felix Hou- 
phouet-Boigny. The attempted 
coup was smashed and some 
of its leaders captured. From 
them it was learned by the 
Ivory Coast government in the 
capital city of Abidjan and by 
our own Central Intelligence 
Agency that the revolutionary 
leaders were trained by Peking 
Chinese guerrilla specialists in 
a small northwestern Swiss vil­ 
lage near the French border. 
The 
center 
of 
Peking's 
operation ranging from West 
Africa up to Western Europe 
and even across to Cuba and 
the U.S. is in Bern, the capi- 
tai of Switzerland. Our own 
embassy there has learned that 
the Chinese Peoples Republic 
has over 500 specialists there. 
This 
makes 
the 
Peking 
embassy in Bern one of the 
largest diplomatic centers in 
the world. Of course, the Chi- 
coms use it as an espionage 
center. But, then, we all spy. 
The Russians send more than 
3,000 agents through Geneva 
alone on undercover missions. 
It is so simple to get in 
and out of this wonderful Al­ 
pine land. You just hire a taxi 
and drive across the border into 
France. Sometimes you just 
wave a passport in the border 
guard's face. Sometimes not. 
I've crisscrossed without show­ 
ing anything. I have even gone 
into Italy over the great St. 
Bernard Pass without any docu­ 
ments at all. 
The 
Chinese Communists 
really use their base here for 
war on the Soviet-controlled 
Communist parties all over 
Western Europe and even inside 
the small Swiss Marxist or­ 
ganization. This is known as the 
Swiss Labor Party (PdA). The 
Chinese split the organization 
in September 1963 and then be­ 
gan operating on their own. They 
set up a new Communist unit 
in the French-speaking canton 
of Vaud and claimed to be the 
only defenders of "pure Marx­ 
ism-Leninism.” This new party 
has already run a national con­ 
ference which attacked "So­ 
viet revisionism.” It set up 
units in Lausanne and Biel. Then 
the internationally beamed ra­ 
dio transmitters of Peking's 


partner, Albania, became the 
voice of this new Marxism in 
Switzerland-as well as else- 
where in Western Europe. 
This is a characteristic Pe­ 
king pattern, fanning off in all 
directions. It is aimed at peel- 
the 
most militant Com­ 
ing 
munist leaders and the violent­ 
ly inclined youth from the So­ 
viet-controlled Communist par­ 
ties on this continent. 
If the Peking apparatus here 
succeeds, there will be riots, 
sabotage and constant demon- 
strations on the streets of Eur­ 
ope's major cities in a year 
or two. 
A typical operation is the 
Chicom 
move 
into Belgium. 
There the Peking government 
was able to launch a Com­ 
munist party last December 
dedicated to "the rebuilding 
of the 
Communist 
Party of 
Belgium on a nationwide scale 
on the basis of Marxism - 
Leninism.” It is cal ed the 
"New Brussel's Federation.” 
The Peking Communists be- 
gan 
publishing 
their 
own 
monthly 
newspaper, 
"The 
Voice of the People.” Soon, 
there 
was 
enough Chicom 
money to turn it into a week­ 
ly. They're hoping to make it 
a daily. 
It's principal policy is to 
"serve the working class and 
the toiling 
masses in their 
daily struggle against the cap­ 
italists...'* and to expose "the 
present leaders of the Bel­ 
gian Communist Party who re­ 
ject Marxism-Leninism.” 
Unfortunately this obscure 
maneuvering goes unnoticed in 
the UJ5. It must not go un- 
observed. It is the beginning 
of a new violent Leninist phase 
in world history. The Swiss 
and Belgian operations by Pe­ 
king are being repeated in most 
western lands. I have before me 
similar reports on Austrian and 
Italian 
Chicom activities. It 
must be noted that this is not 
an isolated effort by a tem­ 
peramental and impoverished 
Leon Trotsky fleeing from the 
might of the Stalinist GPU of 
former days. 
This is not one man against 
Moscow. This is a powerful 
government 
counter-offensive 
ready to spend hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars a year on all 
continents to take the Com­ 
munist movement away from 
the Soviets and launch a Fifth 
International. 
I have seen it at work suc­ 
cessfully in Asia, brutally but 
not yet successfully in Latin 
America, and now picking up im­ 
petus and followers in Europe. 
Money buys passion here, too 
— of all kinds. The Chico ms 
supply new comrades and even 
diplomats from new nations with 
all sorts of services, night and 
day. And some of the services 
are attractive indeed. 
Furthermore, it can positive­ 
ly be reported that the Chinese 
Communists are paying for vio­ 
lence on the streets of the UJS. 
It takes only a handful. But 
the Chico ms have those too. 
Peking has begun to imple­ 
ment its plans for world vio­ 
lence, chaos and revolution. Its 
500 specialists in Switzerland 
are but one of its advance 
guards. It should live under a 
constant spotlight.

WASHINGTON, Aug. ll — 
Write down Social Security as 
a campaign factor right along 
with civil rights, peace and 
prosperity. This gigantic tax 
and payments system isn’t 
often thought of as a political 
force, but it is—if a subtle 
one. 
The new increase in Social 
Security benefits, for example, 
goes into effect before the 
election. The parallel increase 
in Social Security taxes to pay 
for them goes into effect af­ 
ter the election. 
Thus, those who will receive 
the benefits will realize them 
before they head for the poll­ 
ing places, while those who 
m ust pay for them vote be­ 
fore they see the bill. Now, 
there is no question th at liv­ 
ing costs have advanced since 
the current benefits were set, 
but there is no question, ei­ 
ther, th at there is no surplus 
rolling in at present rates to 
cover the increase. The tim ­ 
ing must be thought of as 
purely political.

The issue of medicare, too, 
is being fought out on politi­ 
cal lines. 
When Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary Celebrezze 
testified for it the other day, 
he made the standard pitch. 
We should, he said, be “given 
the opportunity” to set aside 
in our productive years money 
to pay for health care when 
we are older. 
Now if anyone alive knows 
th a t this isn’t what medicare 
does, Mr. Celebrezze knows it. 
Those who are now in their 
productive years would begin 
to pay taxes for medicare, and 
the taxes they paid in would 
be paid out immediately for 
the benefit of those who al­ 
ready are drawing Social Se­ 
curity. Most authorities doubt 
th a t the proposed taxes would 
even cover the proposed ben­ 
efits. 
Nothing would be saved, 
and all the present taxpayer 
would have for his money 
would be a dubious moral 
claim on someone else’s taxes 
after he, in turn, retires. 
Mr. Celebrezze, of course, 
discounted the existing Kerr- 
Mills Act which provides Fed­ 
eral aid for more generous 
hospitalization and 
medical 
expenses than medicare. 
It 
was labeled “charity.” 
Now 
Mr. 
Celebrezze 
also 
knows th a t those who would 
draw medicare immediately 
have paid nothing toward it. 
T hat makes medicare “char­ 
ity,” too. 
Great Care Needed 
The difference is th at K err- 
Mills “charity” is extended to 
all those who need it in the 
majority of states th a t have 
passed i m p l e m e n t i n g pro­ 
grams, while medicare gives 
this 
“charity” to 
everyone 
drawing Social Security bene­ 
fits, w hether he needs it or 
not. 
Social Security is popular 
with the American people, but 
few understand it thoroughly. 
It is relatively easy to misre­ 
present it and its obligations 
and costs to those who have 
not studied it, and there is 
great temptation to do this 
in election years. 
* But the system, if it is to 
be preserved, must be oper­ 
ated with great care to see 
that its benefits are not so 
expanded that its costs will 
cause a rebellion among those 
who pay the payroll taxes. 
Rep. Tom Curtis pointed out 
the other day that if all those 
now covered finished paying 
all their taxes, and no one 
else were taken into the sys­ 
tem, the taxes and the funds 
on hand would be short more 
than $300 billion of paying 
the obligations. 
Workers still unborn will 
have to make up the differ­ 
ence, if it is to be made up.

est council chamb ers. 
As owners of the Yankees, the 
dominant team in b aseb all for 
40 
years, CBS presumab ly 
would gain full v oting rights in 
American and major league 
matters. 
That includes an upcoming 
Monday night telev ision pack­ 
age deal during prime v iewing 
time that could b ring as much 
as $20 million. The network has 
not yet b een selected. CBS, as 
owner of the Yankees, appar­ 
ently would hav e equal v oting 
rights with all other major 
league teams. 
American League President 
Joe Cronin, who announced 
from Boston Thursday night 
that the necessary three-fourths 
of the league owners had ap­ 
prov ed the sale of 80 per cent 
of the Yankees, emphasized, 
howev er, that: 
“ The American League was 
adv ised that if approv al was 
granted the Yankees will b e a 
separate entity and an autono­ 
mous organization independent 
of CBS with Dan Topping as 
president and other memb ers of 
the organization continuing to 
formulate policy and to manage 
the Yankee organization.” 
The announcement b rought 
heated, 
b itter 
retorts 
from 
Charles O. Finley, owner of the 
Kansas City Athletics, and Chi­ 
cago White Sox* President Ar­ 
thur C. Allyn, who raised the 
question of “ the potential rami­ 
fications of a national radio and 
telev ision network control ling a 
major league club . 
“ We should know thoroughly 
what effect such a marriage 
will b e. Dan Topping and Del 
Web b (co-owners of the Yan­ 
kees) now hav e a contract with 
CBS. That network owns 80 per 
cent of the club with Topping 
and Web b each 10 per cent,” 
Allyn said. 
“ The matter was not b rought 
up at the joint meeting of the 
majors 
Tuesday or at our 
league meeting Monday. But we 
knew it had b een, or was,under 
discussion b etween Cronin and 
the interested parties.” 
“ I think it was ahurryupjob . 
1 don’t like it a damn b it. It is a 
sloppy way to run the league.” 
“ This is a hell of a lousy way 
to run the American League,” 
Finley said. “ When the b aseb all 
fans of America see the way 
things are ramrodded, I fear

“ The whole thing is indicativ e 
of the shenanigans pulled in the 
American League b y Cronin.” 
Cronin said a telegraphic poll 
of the league owners was taken 
at the request of the Yankees 
and that any announcement of 
the sale must come from the 
club . 
A team spokesman, howev er, 
passed the b all to CBS and said 
any statement must come from 
the network, the network de­ 
clined immediate comment, b ut 
indicated that a formal state­ 
ment was expected this after­ 
noon. 
Web b and Topping, along with 
Larry 
MacPhail, b ought the 
Yankees in 1945 for a reported 
$2.8 million. MacPhail resigned 


as president two years later and 
Web b and Topping b ought his 
interest for $2. The Stadium and 
grounds later were sold and now 
are owned b y Rice Univ ersity 
and the Knights of Columb us. 
The Yankees, excluding the 
stadium and grounds, now are 
estimated to b e v alued b etween 
$10 and $15 million. 
A key factor in the transac­ 
tion and, ob v iously, in the think­ 
ing of b oth Allyn and Finley, is 
the position CBS gains in rela­ 
tion to the majors’ dealings with 
telev ision, an increasingly im­ 
portant factor. 
Part of that is the new Mon­ 
day night package which was 
announced last Monday at the 
major league’s meeting in Chi­ 
cago. 
John Fetzer, president of the 
Detroit Tigers and chairman of 
the majors’ telev ision commit­ 
tee, said plans had b een ap­ 
prov ed to telev ise one game 
each Monday night in 1965 with

CBS recently purchased the

races. 
Both senators are alike in 
their views on political ques­ 
tions and both are excellent 
speakers, although they differ 
sharply in style. 
Humphrey is bouncy, vibrant, 
full of his subject,andhis range 
of subjects is inexhaustible. Mc­ 
Carthy is much quieter, apt to 
use wit and irony; but he can be 
powerful, 
as his impressive 
nominating speech for Steven­ 
son at the 1960 Los Angeles 
Democratic convention showed. 
Senate friends of the two men 
size up their chances in the vice 
presidential contest this way: 
Humphrey is better known na­ 
tionally and to Democratic poli­ 
ticians. He appears to have sup­ 
port of more party leaders and 
stands far higher in polis. 
Johnson might well select him 
for this standing, for his broad 
knowledge of public affairs, his 
energy and zest, and his proven 
ability as a campaigner. 
McCarthy is a bit more of a 
Johnson protege, a graceful and 
attractive figure whose Roman 
Catholic faith might strengthen 
the ticket among some ethnic 
groups. He has more Southern 
support.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Johnson signed the feder­ 
al pay-raise bill today and said 
it will enable the government 
to attract and keep employes of 
outstanding ability. 
He said he already has signed 
25 pieces of major legislation, 
and the pay-raise bill ranks 
near the top of the list In im­ 
portance. 
Johnson signed the bill In a 
ceremony in the White House 
flower 
garden 
attended 
by 
members of Congress whose 
committees handled the legisla­ 
tion, government officials, and 
labor leaders who supported it* 
The measure gives a pay 
mise to members of Congress, 
judges, 
government 
officials 
and about 1.7 million other fed­ 
eral workers. The boost ranges 
from $100 a year for the lowest- 
ranking Civil Service or postal 
employe up to $10,000 a year 
for high officials. 
It is estimated to add $558 
rn ii. ion to the yearly federal ci­ 
vilian payroll which now runs 
about $15.5 billion. 
Johnson lauded the biparti­ 
sanship displayed by Congress 
in passing the bill, as well as 
in enacting other legislation, 
saying the legislators put the 
country and the people first. 
Johnson said the continuing 
goal of the government is to 
make federal salaries reasona­ 
bly comparable to those of pri­ 
vate industry.

Court Decision Upholds Reli- 
of Breath Test# 
Robert L. Donigan, General 
Counsel of the Traffic Institute

Hugh H. Waggoner, Superinten­ 
dent of the M issouri Highway 
Patrol said: 
“ The Court in its decision 
took judicial notice of evidence 
of intoxication by breath tests. 
This means that the accuracy 
and reliablity of the brath test 
when properly given has be­ 
come so widely known that it is 
a m atter of common knowledge 
and proof of its reliability and 
trustw orthiness as evidence is 
not necessary.”

Some communicable diseases 
have decreased in importance 
steadily in the United States 
during the past decade, but a 
few have become increasingly 
significant health 
problem s, 
statisticians report. 
The incidence of poliom elitis 
dropped sharply since 1952, fal­ 
ling from nearly 58,000 cases to 
le ss than 900 last year. In the 
first half of 1963 only 81 cases 
of poliom elitis were reported in 
the United States, which is less 
than half the number reported 
in the sam e period last year. 
Diphtheria and whooping cough 
have diminished to a fraction 
of their incidence of a decade 
ago, the statisticians said. Dip- 
t he ria dropped steadily from 
about 3,000 cases in 1952 to less 
than 500 in 1962. The drop in 
whooping cough, though not quite 
so steady, 
has n ev erth eless 
been ani ^worthy. 
The case rate for m easles 
has 
not changed appreciably 
in level, but this most com ­ 
mon of childhood infections is 
expected to fall off sharply 
in the near future with the mass 
scale use of recently developed 
vaccines. 
Venereal diseases have not 
recorded the sharp reductions 
expected because of antibiotic 
therapy. In 1962, nearly I 25,- 
000 cases of syphillis and about 
260,000 
cases 
of gonorrhea 
w ere 
reported in the civilian 
population of the United States. 
The case rates for these condi­ 
tions have shown little im prove­ 
ment since 1957, although they 
had been falling from som etim e 
before that, the statisticians r e ­ 
ported. 
Two groups of diseases have 
shown erra tic results in recent 
years. The incidence of infec­ 
tious and serum hepatitis rose 
steadily from less than 15,000 
cases in 1957 to an all-tim e 
high of about 72,500 cases in 
1961. L ast year, however, the 
trend was reversed and has so 
far 
continued downward this 
year. 
A 
rapid rise has occurred 
in the incidence of strepto­ 
coccal sore throat and scarlet 
fever - from 73 per 100,000 
population to more than double 
‘hat 
rate 
i n recent years. 
About a third of a m illio n 
cases a re now reported an­ 
nually. But the statisticians be­ 
lieve that much of the Increase 
reflects m ore complete rep o rt­ 
ing of these diseases.

em bassies and

There is positive evidence 
that such schools for revolu­ 
tion exist. Not too long ago 
a Communist band attem pted to 
overthrow 
the 
pro-W estern 
government of the Ivory C oast 
headed by President Felix Hou- 
phouet-Boigny. The attem pted 
coup was smashed and som e 
of its leaders captured. From 
them it was learned by the 
Ivory Coast government in the 
capital city of Abidjan and by 
our own Central Intelligence 
Agency that the revolutionary 
leaders were trained by Peking 
Chinese guerrilla specialists in 
a small northwestern Swiss vil­ 
lage near the French b o rd er.

Revitalize Your Faith

“They're as w e a r y as a 
piece of tired lettuce.” That 
was Muriel Lester’s vivid de- 
s c r i p t i o n of the poverty- 
stricken hopelessness of the 
London slums of a generation 
ago. She m i g h t have been 
talking about the weariness of 
faith of many of our own 
residents of affluent Canada 
and United States. 
This poverty of faith toler­ 
ates a kind of apathy, a dull­ 
ness of spirit which never gets 
its hackles up, never gets ex­ 
cited and never sees the point 
to the struggle. This boredom 
besets those who permit vast 
areas of cities to be untouched 
by any hope and play ostrich 
with the educational and social 
problems of their com m uni­ 
ties. This is the apathy which 
defeats. 
It is pitiable just to be pa­ 
thetic. It is tragic to be apa­ 
thetic. 
It is decent to be sympa­ 
thetic. It is better to be em ­ 
pathetic. 
It is noble to feel pathos. 
It is best to believe passion­ 
ately. 
It is not only the “how” of 
believing that matters; it is 
the object of our faith that 
makes the difference. 
The disciples of Jesus knew 
som ething of this weariness. 
They had b e e n fishing all 
night, and had c o m e home 
with empty nets. Jesus sent 
them out again and this tim e 
they caught fish. Up to this 
point, it’s just a remarkable 
fish story. Then comes the 
reason for the tale. Jesus said 
to Simon: “Don’t be afraid. 
Simon. F r o m now on your 
catch will be men.” So they 
brought the boats to shore, 
left everything and followed 
Him. 
Suddenly the weariness was 
gone and action followed. Now 
the apathy had vanished and 
they gained a vocation. 


B e f o r e this they had be­ 
lieved some things ABOUT 
Jesus; now thev believed IN 
Him. 
When t h o s e who should 
love justice and freedom are 
apathetic, they leave the field 
open for the cynical despot. 
It is this recovery of pas­ 
sion which has always typified 
those who have a c h i e v e d . 
Automation threatens to take 
the sense of personal worth 
from man. Political cynicism 
drains the lifestream of social 
dedication. The very complex­ 
ity of many situations makes 
too many of us s h r u g our 
shoulders and look the other 
way. Along with communism 
and social and political ills, 
modern man also faces the 
sheer misery of boredom. 
If our biggest difficulty is 
lack of faith— a lack of faith 
in God and in God’s purposes 
for man— then the evidences 
of that apathy will be seen in 
the whole moral climate. 
Richard Luecke has spoken 
of the “difference which may 
sometimes be seen side by 
side on the same wall in the 
painted-over p a t h o s on the 
faces of Roualt’s clowns and 
the profound and peaceable 
passion in the faces of his 
Christ.” It is the peaceable 
passion, this determined dedi­ 
cation, which can drive out 
the pathetic boredom which 
besets too many of us. It turns 
tired men into dedicated men.

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30ST0N (AP) — Two years 
ago today a man in a police- 
m an's uniform raised his hand 
to halt a small mail truck in his. 
torte Plymouth. When the truck 
stopped itwas robbed of $1,551,. 
277 — the biggest cash haul in 
United States history. 
From that day to this, a band 
of postal inspectors, 60 on the 
average, has worked for a solu- 
tion. The robbers, believed to 
number six, have not been ap­ 


prehended. And the money has 
not been found. 
William F. White, chief postal 
inspector for New England, has 
been in charge of the case from 
the outset. A mild, affable and 
dedicated man of 55, he still is 
optimistic the crime wil. be 
solved. 
Only witnesses to the holdup 
w ere the driver of the mail 
truck, Philip Schena, and the 
guard who rode at his side, Pa­ 
trick Barrett. 
Their truck was carrying 16 
sealed bags of cash from Cape 
Cod banks, en route to the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Bank in Boston, 
when it was halted along Route 
3 in Plymouth. 
B arrett has recounted many 
tim es for investigators what 
happened at dusk on Aug. 14, 
1962. His story goes like this: 
“ We were driving along at a 
steady pace when a car passed 
us at about 80 miles an hour. 
Then a police officer — we 
thought he was —stepped out on 
the road and flagged us down.” 
B arrett didn't know the uni. 
formed man was one of the ban­ 
dits. 
After 
the 
mail truck had 
passed Clark Road, which turns 
off Route 3 into Plymouth, the 
pseudo policeman placed a de­ 
tour sign at the junction. The 
sign diverted traffic from Route 
3 down Clark Road and left the 
gunmen undisturbed as they slid 
from 
shrubbery and pointed 
shotguns at the men on the 
truck. 
B arrett said: “ We noticed a 


couple ol cars beside the road 
and thought there might have 
been an accident. As soon as we 
stopped four guys jumped us. 
They all wore white gloves. 
“ They leaped into the truck, 
shoved us in the back of it and 
said ‘Keep quiet; don't say any­ 
thing.' Then we were tied up.” 
The robbers drove the mail 
truck for about 25 miles to the 
north. 
Along 
the 
way 
they 
tossed out the money bags to 
confederates. About an hour and 
a half later, the bandits aban­ 
doned the truck. B arrett and 
Schena loosed their bonds and 
notified police. 
White, who began his postal 
career in 1929 as a substitute 
letter carrier, was appointed 
chief of the New England dis­ 
trict less than a year before the 
robbery. 
In reiterating his belief the 
gang will be caught some day, 
White pointed out that the postal 
service has a record of 99 per 
cent convictions. 
And he added: “ We still are 
determined to bring this case to 
a successful conclusion.”

Friends Rivals 
For Second Spot 


WASHINGTON (AP)—By an 
unusual twist, two long-time po­ 
litical comrades-in-arms and 
personal 
friends 
have 
been 
thrown into the roles of front- 


runners for the Democratic vice 
presidential nomination. 
Minnesota's Sens. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, 53, and Eugene J. 
McCarthy, 48, may find the 
roles a bit uncomfortable but 
they are carrying them through 
with good humor and grace as 
the time for a choice nears. 
President Johnson, who will 
select the man for the No. 2 spot 
on the ticket, has not pointed a 
finger at either Minnesotan. 
His choice may turn out to be 
someone else. 
But Johnson's high regard for 
Humphrey and McCarthy has 
been voiced so often that spec­ 
ulation inevitably centered on 
them once the President elimi­ 
nated Atty. Gen. Robert F.Ken­ 
nedy and several other possibil­ 
ities. 


The two senators remain on 
the best of term s and continue 
to match their votes on almost 
every issue as the 1964 session 
grinds to anend. 
Both will be delegates from 
Minnesota to the Atlantic City 
convention with opens Aug. 24. 
They even are able to kid 
about 
their predicament, as 
they did at a fund-raising dinner 
for McCarthy earlier in the 
year. McCarthy is a candidate 
for re-election to the Senate this 
fall. 
Humphrey served as chair­ 
man for the dinner, which at­ 
tracted Johnson and an unusual 
number of other top figures in 
the party. 
Humphrey recalled there had 
been discussion in Congress of a 
constitutional 
amendment 
to 
provide for two vicepresidents, 
and said that McCarthy had told 
him: “ Hubert, don't be so down­ 
cast. When that constitutional 
amendment comes up taking 
care of A dial (Stevenson) and 
me, w e're going to amend it to 
provide for three vice presi­ 
dents. We think there should be 
somebody 
who just 
travels 
around and has a good time.” 
MORE MORE

“ I want you to know, Gene, I 


accept,” Humphrey replied. 
At that dinner, incidentally, 
Johnson termed McCarthy “ one 
of the greatest men In public 
life.” But he was generous in 
praise of Humphrey then and on 
occasions. 
Humphrey and McCarthy be- 
gan to build their political ca­ 
reers as youthful idealists after 
World War II In the battle to 
mold a new liberal party In 
Minnesota from Democratic and 
Farm-Labor elements. Both en­ 
tered politics 
from 
college 
teaching. 
Humphrey became 
mayor of Minneapolis. 
In 1948, both defeated Repub­ 
licans to win places in Congress 
and came to Washington, Hum­ 
phrey as a senator and McCar­ 
thy as a House member. 
When McCarthy decided to 
move over to the Senate in 1958, 
Humphrey campaigned for him 
all over the state. McCarthy has 
reciprocated 
in 
Humphrey's 
races. 
Both senators are alike in 
their views on political ques­ 
tions and both are excellent 
speakers, although they differ 
sharply in style. 
Humphrey is bouncy, vibrant, 
full of his subject, and his range 
of subjects is inexhaustible. Mc­ 
Carthy is much quieter, apt to 
use wit and irony; but he can be 
powerful, 
as his impressive 
nominating speech for Steven­ 
son at the 1960 Los Angeles 
Democratic convention showed. 
Senate friends of the two men 
size up their chances in the vice 
presidential contest this way: 
Humphrey is better known na- 
tionally and to Democratic poli­ 
ticians. He appears to have sup­ 
port of more party leaders and 
stands for higher in pol s. 
Johnson might well select him 
for this standing, for his broad 
knowledge of public affairs, his 
energy and zest, and his proven 
ability as a campaigner. 
McCarthy is a bit more of a 
Johnson protege, a graceful and 
attractive figure whose Roman 
Catholic faith might strengthen 
the ticket among some ethnic 
groups. He has more Southern 
support. 
Johnson 
might 
decide 
he 
would prefer a running mate not 
quite so apt to be bursting with 
ideas and so ebullient.
